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PREFACK. 


When  tlie  l-irst  I'art  of  this  Catalonue  wris  issued,  a  year  ajjo, 
the  co)n|)iler  lielieved  that  tlie  whole  liWiaiy  could  be  conveniently 
disposed  of  in  three  sales,  not  exceedini^  a  week  each.  I  lie  iiuuiIkt 
of  volumes  and  titles  is  found  to  he  greater  than  was  sujiposed.  and 
it  has  seemed  best  to  divide  the  catalogue  into  four  parts. 

'I'he  Second  I'art,  now  presented,  comprises  1714  lots,  and  more 
than  3000  titles.  These  include  the  books  and  pamphlets  r»'lating  to 
the  Middle  States;  the  Southern  States,  from  Maryland  to  Georgia  — 
the  youngest  of  the  Thirteen  Colonies;  the  American  Revolution; 
\\  ashingtoniana  ;  and  such  other  special  collections  as  naturally  come 
within  the  range  indicated. 

The  collection  relating  to  the  Middle  Colonies  —  and  espe<  iaily, 
the  series  of  books  printed  in  i'hiladelphia  and  New  S Ork  before 
1750  —  will  be  fcjund  not  less  reniarkable  than  that  of  early  New 
England  imprints  in  the  hirst  I'art  of  the  Catalogue.  It  is  needless 
to  point  out,  in  a  prefatory  note,  the  rarities  which  leaders  will  not  be 
long  in  discovering  for  themselves  ;  but,  chieliy  for  convenience  of 
reference,  a  list  of  some  of  the  most  important  works  is  api)ended, 
and  to  a  few  of  these  the  compiler  may  be  allowed  to  tlirect  special 
attenti(jn. 

In  First  Works,  the  collection  is  wonderfully  rich.  It  includes  (No. 
3367)  the  Kirst  work  of  the  l-'irst  printer  in  the  Middle  Colonies  — 
William  iiratlford's  KaltHtlarium  J'mnsihivncnsc,  I'hiladelphia,  16.S5  ; 
the  First  book  printed  in  New  York  (3444) ;  the  First  American 
edition  of  the  Hook  of  Common  Prayer  (3450);  the  First  Map  engraved 
in  New  York  (3446);  the  First  book  known  to  have  been  printed  in 
Delaware  (3648);  probably,  the  First  hvo  books  printed  in  Maryland 
(3^'^7»  3^72  :  see  also,  3670,  3658) ;  and  the  T'irst  two  of  \  irginia  (3694, 
3818);  the  First  book,  the  Laws  excepted,  printed  in  the  Carolinas,  or 
south  of  Virginia  (38S6) ;  an  imprint  of  the  l-'irst  press  and  the  First 
printer  in  Georgia  (3929);  the  Finst  printed  collections  of  the  I,aws  of 
New  York  (3444),  Delaware  (3648),  and  Virginia,  from  an  .American 
press  (3694) ;  etc.

Of  the  productions  of  William  Bradford's  press,  in  Pliiladelpliia 
and  New  N'ork,  forty-five  will  bo  found  in  the  Catalofjue,  sncuUrn  of 
which  were  printed  before  1700.  I'our  others  bear  the  rare  imprint 
of  William  and  Andrew  iiradford  :  and  Andrew  Hradford's  press  in 
i'hiladelphia  is  represented  by  eleven  of  its  issues.  There  are  hvfhu- 
works  printed  by  Rkynikk  Janskn,  three  of  which  were  published  in 
ir.99,  thefirst  yearof  the  re-establishinent  of  a  press  in  I'hiladelphia  (sec 
No.  3452  );  thirteen  printed  by  Sam ukf,  Kki.m  i;k  ;  r.nd  one  with  the  imprint 
of  David  Uakrv.  Of  the  second  press  in  New  York.  John  I'ktkr 
/.KNtiKR's,  there  are  twelve  specimens,  includini;  sev('ral  of  his  earliest 
and  rarest  works;  one,  with  the  exceptionally  rare  imprint  ol  J.  /.kn 
r.ER  yiin.  (3440),  and  two  with  that  of  the  Widow  Catharine  Zenger 
(344 r  "442).  A  glance  through  the  pages  of  the  catalogue  is  enough 
to  show  how  large  a  proportio.n  it  comprises  of  the  productions  of  the 
presses  of  James  Parker,  Henry  DeForeest,  VVni.  W'eyman,  Hugh 
(laine,  John  Holt,  and  James  Rivington,  of  New  York, —  and  of  the 
third  William  Bradford,  and  Thomas  Ihadford,  Anthony  Armbruster, 
JaniLS  Chattin,  Andrew  Sieuart,  William  I)unl:i|».  Robert  Bell,  and 
other  ante  rev(»lutionary  printers  of  I'hiladelphia. 

The  collection  of  the  writings  of  Frank  1, in,  i)ooks  and  pamphlets 
printed  by  him  and  his  partners,  and  other  Franhliiiiana,  is  the  largest 
that  has  ever  been  offered  in  a  single  catalogue,  and,  probably,  the 
largest  ever  gathered  in  a  private  library.  It  comprises  more  than  200 
imprints,  in  16S  lots.  Many  of  these  are  of  remarkable  rarity,  and 
several  are  rendered  unique,  by  Franklin's  autograph  n<)les:  see  Nos. 
3203,  3292,  3323,  and,  above  all,  the  five  'I'lact.  on  the  Stamp  Act 
and  Taxation  of  the  ( "olonies,  Nos.  32  iS-3222.  Kspccially  notewor- 
thy are  Scwel's  History  of  the  Quakers  (3315),  the  volume  on  which 
Franklin  and  Meredith  worked  with  Keimer  in  172S;  the  first  two 
volumes  of  the  I'i.nnsvlvania  Oa/kitk,  172.S-30.  published,  afti-r  No 
40,  by  l-'ranklin  and  Meretlith  (3449);  and  John  Meredith's  "  Short 
Discourse  ""  (3197),  one  of  the  first  works  of  Franklins  press;  "Some 
Observations  by  Franklin  in  defence  of  Mr.  Heuiphill  (3197),  a  tract 
so  r.iie  tliat  Mr.  Sparks  was  unable  to  find  a  single  copy;  the  "Con- 
stitutions of  the  Free  Masons,"  with  twenty  five  pages  of  manuscript, 
in  Franklin's  autograph,  bound  in;  .Arndt's  "  Wahre  Christenthum. 
with  the  imprint  of  Franklin  and  Boehm  (3272)  ;  Renouards  own 
copy  of  his  elegant  edition  of  Franklin's  "Opuscules''  (3225)  ;  and  — 
among  the  Frankliniana  —  the  satirical  "  Fpitaph  on  a  certain  Creat 
Man  "  (3267), 

Mr.  Brinley,  like  Heber,  liked  to  have  iliipUcatcs  of  good  books. 
Four  copies  of  the  translation  of  the  Cafo  Major,  printed  by  Franklin 
—  three  of  which  are  exceptionally  fine  —  will  be  found  in  this  Cata-

But  a  more  lhorouj;h  e.vamination  of  the  Calaloi;ue  will  hrini^  to  notice 
a  gofxl  many  volumes  and  tracts,  not  less  rare  than  those  which  have 
been  mentioned,  or  less  necessary  to  the  completeness  of  an  .\meri  in 
library,  yet  less  known  to  collectors  and  nearly  unnoticed  by  bibli 
oi^rapliers.

Leeds,  3427;  Jenkin,  3440;  I'usey,  3452,  3453;  Kenwick,  3610;

3S83  ;  and  others,  of  which  one  of  the  least  known,  but  not  the  least 
inlerestin;;,  is  IJradford's  reprint  of  Keach's  "War  with  the  Devil  " 
(3405),  with  commendatory  verses  prefixed,  by  "  W.  B.  "  and  '*  K.  B." — 
William  and  Elizabeth  Bradford. 

The  writings  of  the  erratic  and  indefatigable  George  Keith  and  the 
replies  made  to  them  occupy  34  numbers  of  the  Catalogue,  comprising 
42  pieces.  The  greater  part  of  these  will  be  found  on  pages  89-91  i 
the  others  on  pp.  105-107  and  119. 

it  would  be  inexcusable  to  pass  over,  even  in  these  desultory  notes, 
the  collection  of  Washinotoniana.  In  extent  and  importance  this 
collection  is  believed  to  be  unequalled  by  any  other,  public  or  private, 
in    this    country.      It    contains   nearly    400    distinct    publications; 
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including  /><?///  editions  of  "The  Journal  of  Major  Washington,"  in 
discharge  of  his  first  public  trust, —  the  original,  printed  at  Williams- 
burgh,  175.%  and  the  London  reprint,  of  the  same  year;  "A  Memorial " 
(containing  Washington's  second  Journal),  Hugh  Gaine's  edition,  1757  ; 
the  first  editions  of  Condie's  Biographical  Memoirs  and  Corry's  Life 
of  Washington:  the  London  and  Philadelphia  editions  of  NLarshall's 
Life  ;  tlie  Boston,  New  V'ork,  and  Trenton  collections  of  the  '■  Political 
Legacies;"  the  Newport,  Baltimore,  and  Lancaster  Washingtoniana ; 
180  Orations,  Sermons,  Eulogies,  etc.,  occasioned  by  tiie  Death  of 
Washington  ;  37  Birthday  and  other  Commemorative  Addresses,  etc., 
etc.  Dr.  F.  B.  Hough's  "  l5ibliograp!iical  I/istof  Books  and  I'aniphlets 
relating  to  the  Death  of  Washington,"  contains  252  titles  ;  of  which, 
177  are  in  Mr.  Brinley's  collection,  with  three  others  not  found  in  that 
List. 

Both  the  Third  and  Fourth  Parts  of  the  Catalogue  will,  it  is  hoped, 
be  printed  before  the  end  of  the  current  year,  so  that  the  sale  of  all 
that  remains  -f  the  Library  may  be  had  in  the  course  of  next  winter, 
at  latest.
